1. Action Requested: That you approve the establishment of a 
Public Affairs Advisory Group (PAAG). 


2. Background: The objective is to foster better coordination 
of Public Affairs activities with Agency components, to provide for 
a greater exchange of ideas about various Agency programs, and to 
assist the Public Affairs Office in the organization and maintenance 
of an Agency-wide Speakers Bureau. 


Public Affairs officers are in daily contact with offices through- 
out the Agency in the continuing quest for appropriate responses to 
queries from the media and the public. The Public Affairs Office 
also responds to numerous queries from employees on a wide range = 
of questions concerning the media. These contacts with employees 
frequently reveal areas of misunderstanding and/or misinterpretation 
of public affairs and, on the plus side, often generate ideas and 
suggestions that are used to good advantage. It is believed that 
the opportunity for a regular exchange of ideas at periodic meetings 
of a PAAG will enhance the consistency, articulation, and informed 
judgments that pertain to the Agency's public affairs activities. 


There also exists a need for a more structured approach to the 
many opportunities we have to provide Agency speakers to a variety 
of official and public fora. Lack of organization and resources 
cause us to turn down many more speaking engagements than we are 
able to accept. Many of these represent important opportunities to 
tell the story of U.S. foreign intelligence, to describe the role 
of the DCI in government, and to generally put the Agency's best 
foot forward. Similarly, many of our people accept speaking engage- 
ments independent of the advice and assistance that a formal oa 
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bureau might provide--briefing aids, travel advice, background material, 
current policy statements, pitfall briefings, etc. It is expected 


that the PAAG members will play an important role in developing the 
Speakers Bureau and in a liaison capacity.
